Total  Medal  Sale 
Realizes  $30,000 

The  746 -lot  auction  conducted  September 
16,  1979  by  Johnson  & Jensen,  realized  a 
total  sales  of  $30,247.45.  Each  auction  sale 
by  the  three -year -old  medal  firm  continues 
to  surpass  previous  sales  by  all  criteria. 

Highlight  of  the  sale,  of  course,  was  the 
Southworth  & Hawes  medal  of  1847.  Bestow- 
ed by  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association,  the  silver  38-mm  medal  (lot 
424)  brought  $2,100  and  caused  somewhat  of 
a stir  among  the  photographic-collecting 
fraternity. 

Southworth  & Hawes  items  are  considered 
among  the  most  desireable  of  early  photo- 
graphic items.  The  buyer  was  a dealer  who 
stated  the  medal  is  not  for  sale  at  the  present.

Dates  Of  1980  Medal  Sales  Set 


The  Weinman  family  collection  attracted 
the  most  attention  among  medal  collectors 
and  the  bronze  statue,  "On  Nimble  Toe," 
(lot  332)  realized  $1,700.  The  collection 
also  included  galvanos,  relief  plaques  as 
well  as  medals. 

The  gold  medal  by  Gutzon  Borglum,  the 
David  Livingston  Century  Medal  (lot  349) 
brought  $ 9 1 0 ; a bargain  for  the  buyer  since 
the  gold  value  rose  shortly  after  the  sale. 

The  off-metal  Washington  bicentennial 
piece  (lot  444)  brought  $830.  While  such  a 
recent  medal,  it  was  one  of  three  struck  in 
off-metal  german  silver  for  U.S.  mint  and 
bicentennial  officials. 

Other  notable  lots  were:  a matching  pair 
of  African  Waterhole  galvanos  by  Anna  H. 
Huntington  (lot  319)  $400;  a matching  pair 
of  military  reliefs  (lot  331)  $310;  a gold 
Tiffany  medal  for  the  Society  of  Colonial 
Wars  (lot  355)  $300.
